In most of this Guerrero region a 
man on horseback.is invariably either 
a Carranza soldier or a bandit. The 
cavalrymen knew no Carranza patrols 
had been that way. They found plain 
evidence that men had camped at 4 
hacienda. Nevertheless it required 
nearly all day by adroit question- 
ing and some sharp talking to gain 
from any Mexican on the hacienda the 
bare admission that bandits had stop- 
ped there. The cause of this reticence 
was fear of retaliation by the bandits. 
Many American officers have become 
convinced that when the American 
troops are withdrawn most of the few 
Mexicans who have been courtéous to 
them will be killed by these bandits.: 

Most of the bandits now are living 
in the mountains in groups of two or 
three and often singly, taking their 
food from friends or by threats from 
peaceful Mexicans. The cavalrymen 
have captured a good many of these 
men, but it has been extremely difficult 
to find any evidence on which to hold 
them as prisoners.. Occasionally the 
bandits make their presence known to 
the cavalrymen by a few long range 
shots. Thus far not one American has 
been hit in the sniping. A motorcycle 
rider carrying dispatches through «@ 
mountainous region had one of the 
closest calls. Three-mounted men, con- 
cealed behind an adobe house, which he 
had to pass, dashed out at him, leap- 
ed from thejr horses and opened fire 
on him with rifles at 25 yards. They 
hit the machine, but did not damage 
it. The dispatch rider gained the cover 
of a gate post and opened fire and 
drove the Mexicans off.

“A breach in relations, because it is 
inevitable, must be borne. It cannot 
endanger our favorable military posi- 
tion. From a breach of relations to 
a declaration of war is a fairly long 
step, since the declaration of war ac- 
cording to American conceptions must 
be decided by a congress which to date 
has not shown itself eager for war. 

“No matter what comes, however, we 
must not under-estimate or over-est.- 
mate, the importance of the latter. The 
future will show that many of our pre- 
vious fears have been ungrounded.

International Problems. 


With respect to international prob- 
lems both houses are exercising great 
caution and no discussion has occurred 
since President Wilson’s address re- 
vealing the government’s demand that 
Germany immediately effect an aban- 
donment of its methods of submarine 
warfare.

Berlin, April 23.—(Via Londén.)—

by the German war office.

“Western theater:

they placed me at the head of the new 
war cabinet, although I had been the 
one accused by the German note. 

“We are all forced to recognize Ger- 
many as a nation advanced in culture 
but we also know that the triumph of 
her despotic methods would produce 
throughout the civilized world such a 
collapse as would st ate human 
progress for an indefinite period and 
tend to creaté nations of slaves. Por- 
tugal does not combat Germany 
through a Warlike spirit or a utilitari- 
an policy, but because she thus car- 
res out her duty toward England as 
her ally, at whose side she plaged her- 
self from the first hour of the war.

ing to the people; but that. furthermore state 
Publication would resujt ‘in the wiping out 
of illiteracy in Georgia. They seem to think 
that, state publication of school books: is the 
panacea for all of our educational ills. _ 
As a schoal superintendent and asa meni- 
ber of the state board of education, I have 
net only taken great interest.in the.subject 


duty to spend much time and work, as well 
as some money, in gathering information and 
making investigations, as well as ‘studying 
the school book questions.° I have’ failed 
to find any figures, facts or achievements 
of other people in this line, or any consid- 
erations whatsoever, that would lead a rea- 
‘sonably cautious man to the conclusion that 
we could get good school books any cheaper 
-than we are getting them. Our present sys- 
tem of buyingin the open markets of the 
world in large contracts at the lowest com- 
petitive prices is likely to give’ the best 
results in any Hne.” Indeed, it is doubtful 
if we could get at all the best books under 
a system of‘state publication, and@ it: is cer- 
tain that the people would pay as much or 
more fér the ‘books they: would get than they 
are paying. 

As, the advocates of state publication’ in- 
variably accuse those who disagree -with, 
@hiem of trying.to serve the interest of pub- 
lishers, I wish to say that I have never re- 


from any publisher or publisher's agent and 


any one interested in the sale of school books. 
Fyrtmer,. I -will say that my loyalty a 
devotion to Georgia and her pchoom is second 
to none. 

There can be but two forms of state pub- 
lieation: (1) The state could buy and.operate 
a large printing plant. (2) The atate can 
hay ‘the books dea in private shops by 
contract. 

Kither plan presupposes that the state 
secure the manuscripts and the copyrights, 
pay.for the preparation, the royalties of au- 
thorship, and assume the burdens and the 
expenses of the disttibution of the books. to 
the people of the state. 

The first plan need not be considered as 
practical. Evén Mr. McCrory and other ad- 
vocates of state publication have seen that 
it would not be wise for the state to buy and 
then operate a large printing plant to pub- 
lish all the school books, and they have there- 
fore provided in their billa for the publica- 
tien of school books by contracts with print- 
ers.” The difficulties of state ownership and 
management of a great. printing plant, and 
the almost certain heavy losses under such a 
system are such that the people would not 
tolerate it. California in the early nineties 
tried such a scheme, whichehas resulted in 
a loss of more than a million dollars te the 
taxpayers. 

The plan that is’ proposed is that the state 
of Georgia secure the manuscripts and copy- 
rights of books and have them published 
by contracts and distribute to the people at 
the® cost of production. Would this plan 
give the people cheaper books? 

Let us first determine the cost of school 
books in. Georgia. The certified records 
show that from January 1, 1909; to January 
1, 1914, a period of five years, the total sales 
of school books on the state list was $731,- 
622.69, or an average of $147,524.56 per year. 
This is ah average of less than thirty cents 
per school child. The detailed records of 
Schley county, where Mr. McCrory lives, show 
the average of that county is less than for 
the state. No one has shown the least in- 
accuracy in these figures. 

The report shows: that the oft-repeated 
statement that “the people are being robbed 
each year of millions of dollars by the book 
trust,” and like high-sounding but fanci- 
ful phrases, are not to be credited till proven 
by ‘sométhing more than the unsupported 


a] assertions of someone who speaks from fancy 


rather than fact. 
It has been frequently asserted that sev- 


having the law books published by contract 
and of supplying them to the lawyers at a 
greatly reduced price, and that in like man- 
ner could the state have the school books 
published by contract and supplied to the 
people at much lower prices. 


with the cost of school books seems not to 
have been made, but, many have assumed 
that the law books are much cheaper than 
the school books. <A careful comparison of 
law books and school books by placing them 
side by side in equal values wi}l not con- 
vince us that law books are cheaper, but 
‘rather that school books are much cheaper 
than law books in Georgia. 

On a visit to a lawyer friend in his office 
and library I found that the law books of 
from 800 to 1,300 pages, with probably 1,000 
pages as the average, are sold to the lawyers 
of the state at. the average price of two 
dollars per volume. This price is supposed 
to represent only the cost of printing. 

Under the present school book law the 
state board of education selects what in its 
judgment are the best books for use in the 
schools, and contracts with publishers to sell 
these books at about five hundred towns in 
the state, some in each county, at the loveest 
prices to be obtained in wide-open compéti- | 
tive markets on the basis of a state contract 
‘ for five years. 

We will now make a few brief compari- 
sons of the prices of the law books to the 
lawyers -with the prices.of the school books 
to the people... Swinton’s Word Book of 154 
pages, substantially bound, is sold at .retail 
for 12 cents per copy. -For the two dollars 
paid for the law book of 1,000 pages, 16 or 
17 of these spelling books containing 2,500 
‘pages can be bought. 

Sanford, Brown & Smith’s Modern Eng- 
lish, Book 1, sells for 33 cents per copy. It 
contains 296 pages. For the cost of‘one law 
book we can get six of these English books. 
While we pay two dollars for a thousand “ 
pages of law, we pay one dollar and ninety- 
eight cents for 2,876 pages of English. Law 
is higher than English. 

Wentworth’s Elementary Arithmetic, of 
290 ‘pages, sells for 25 cents. We can get 
eight of these books, which contain 2,320 
pages, for two dollars, that we would have 
to pay for 1,000 pages of the decisions of the 
court..of appeals. 

We can run these comparisons thro 
the list of school books in Georgia and 
every instance we will get better values a 
‘in. school books for the same.money than we 
‘can get in law books. We can take the law 
‘books . of any given value and Place beside 
‘them any of the school books of the same 
value, and a careful examination as regards 
paper, binding, design, illustration, construc- 
tion, labor, material and we will find that the 
«school books are really cheaper. 

The cost of law books as supplied. the 
lawyers includes only the cost of printing. 
The high salaries of tne judges and the offi- 
‘cers of all the courts and the cost of the

Should the state decide to publish the 
schocl books by contract, she would find that 
before the books could be placed in the 
Lands of the printer there would be great 
cost and difficulties in preparing and. seeur- 
ing. the manuscripts and copyrights, and that 
it would. be well-nigh impossible to get the 
most meritorious books because the best 
books are owned by the publishers, who are 
protected in their. copyrights, and because 
the best educators who have the talent to 
write school books of the highest order are 
in the employ of the publishers and would 
not desire to aécept employment from the 
state, as they prefer to write for the entire 
country rather than one state; and, further- 
more, after the printer has delivered the 
books to the state, the state would find great 
difficulty and cost in keeping the books all 


accounts. 

The state board of education about three 
years ago secured bids from the ‘staté print- 
er and other printers for some of the school 
books used in Georgia. These companies 
submitted bids based .upon the supposition 
that the state secure the copyrightand own- 
ership of the manuscripts. The Byrd Print- 
ing. company, who. are the state printers, 
submitted the following bids which are 
substantially the same as the’ bids of the 
other companies: Branson's Speller, in 10,- 
000 lots, 12 cents per copy. These books are 
now sold at 500 places in Georgia at 12 cents 
retail. Swifiton’s Word Book, in 10,000 lots, 
11 cents per copy. We now have this book 
selling at retail at 12 cents. Ontarfo primer, 
fin 10,000 lots, at 12% cents per copy. We 
have heard much of this book being distrib- 
uted in Canada by T. Eaton & Company, a 
large mail order house, for advertising pur- 
poses.

Successive plots to overthrow the Manchu 
dynasty followed, with disastrous results to 
the revolutionists. Slowly but gradually the 
movement gnawed its way until the two 
“Valleys _ lying between the Pearl river and 
Yang Tse’ Kiane were affected. evolution- 
ary societies were organized and revolution- 


ts | ®ry ideas were being preached all over south 


China. At this juncture came the. Boxer 
trouble. The result of the Boxer trouble was 
disastrous to the Chinese people, who now 
realized the inefficiency and uselessness of 
the Manchu government. The growth of the 
revolutionary movement was rapid after the 
Boxet trouble, and central China, as well as 
south China, was under its influence. 

In 1905 the leaders of all revolutionary 
societies which were scattered over central 
and south China met in a conference in Tokio, 
Japan. A plan for unity was agreed to and 
the newly uniffed organization called itself 
Tung Mung Wui, which was known in Amer- 
ica and Europe as The Young China society. 
At the same time they began to work out 
three principles which afterwards became 
the platform of this society. The principles 
were: (1) A race war directed against the 
Manchu dynasty. (2) The ideal of a re- 
public. (3) Social reform. 

Since’ the organization of -the “Youngs 
China society effort was made for co-opera- 
tive action. Failures were met with from 
the beginning with discouraging results. But 
finally, in 1911, they succeeded in the over- 
throw of the Manchu dynasty, and in 1912 
&@ republic was established, in which the five 
races of China (namely, Chinese, - Manchu, 
Mongolian;: Mohammedan and Tibetan) were 
to‘ have equal shares in the government. 

The overthrow of the Manchu dynasty 
carried out the first principle of the Young 
China society, namely, a race war against 
the Manchu dynasty, and they now undertook 
to put through the other parts of their plat- 
form, namely, ideal of a republic and social 
reform. This would have been worked out 
admirably if the reins of government were 
not in the hand of a dictator who, as soon 
as the responsibility of government was en- 
trusted to him, set out to work for the reali- 
zation of his ambitious but selfish schemes. 

Following the formation of the provision- 
al government in Peking in 1912, many politi- 
cal parties sprang up in parliament. Among 
those whose programs were in harmony 
with that of the Young China society were 
four. These five political parties, with their 
representatives in parliament, became merg- 
ed and formed a new party, with the name 
of Kwok Min Tang, or nationalist party, with 
Dr. Sun Yat Sen. as their leader, and with 
but slight. modification of thee platform 
adopted by the Young china society. 

At the same time Yuan Shi-Kai, fearing 
the dominant influence of the nationalist 
party, conferred with foreign capitalists of 
the six powers, with the purpose of negotiat- 
ing a loan, the guarantee being the salt tax 
and supervision over ina’s financial re- 
sources. The negotiations were undertaken 
without the knowledge of parliament and 
wes contrary to the constitution. A. contract 

finally “Sighed in secret by Yuan Shi- 
Kai and Chau Hok Hay, the then president 
of the board of finance, and several bank 
agents from. England, France, Germany, Ja- 
pan and Russia (the United States wi drew 
from this group afterwards). This was done 
at midnight in the palace occupied by Yuan 
Shi-Kai in Peking. With the loan he bought 
up many of the newspapers and hired an army 
of detectives and assassins. 

The loan created unrest in China. Finally 
the governor generals of Kwang-tung, Fo- 
kien, Hunam, Kiangsu, Kiagsi, ttc... who were 
members of the national party, took up arms 
to emphasize their protest. This was the 
“second. revolution,” which was started in 
July, 1913, and in October of the same yéar 
it-was suppressed owing to the fact that 
Yuan had control of the money bag. 

After the “second revolution” was sup- 
pressed the nationalist party was declared 
an illegal party. Many of its members were 
executed, while some were outlawed. The 
nationalist party thus ceased to exist as an 
organization. It, could not have existed in 
China, because its members were subject to 
‘arrest. Notwithstanding that the organiza- 
tion as such was at a standstill, its’ spirit 
still existed, and lasted and expanded to this 
day. In the United States, in Canada, in Mex- 
ico and in South America more than 700 or- 

nizations are now existing, and these — 
n affiliation with the nationalist part 
the Straits Settlements also, in the Malay 
Peninsula, British and Dutch ‘Indies, in Japan.

Trade Will Not Pay Much 
Attention to New Crop 
Until Diplomatic Situation 
Clears Up. 


New Orleans, La., April 23.—The cot- 
ton market probably will be chiefly 
concerned this week in discounting, or 
attempting to discount, the aspect of 
international politics. Until the situa- 
tion in this direction is clearer, the 
trade will not: be able to pay as much 
attention to the new crop as it usually 
demands at this time of the year. 

At the end of last week opinion was 
very much divided as to the probable 
effect of this or that political develop- 
ment on the value of cotton. Serious 
developments of an unfavorable nature, 
it was generally considered, would 
cause a lower market, but many bulls 
were inclined to think there would be 
no holding the market down if there 
was any promise of increased consump- 
tion of cotton. 

Probably much will depend upon the 
position of the spot market. It has 
been the foundation of the steadiness 
which futures have been showing re- 
céntly. Bulls think they see indica- 
tions of even a better demand for spots 
in the near future, but bears insist 
the demand, to a large extent, has 
been satisfied. Tuesday will be first 
notice day for May in this market, and 
the question of the extent of tenders 
will cause much discussion tomorrow.

All elements considered, it is re- 
markable that business continues s0 


llarge in volume. International compli- 


cations—intensified b the develop, 
ments of the week—fail to shake con- 
fidence or to check progress, nor have 
the extremely high costs diminished 
consumptive buying. The magnitude 
of demand holding in spite of the gen- 
eral and extensive rise of prices, be- 
comes more noteworthy and transac- 
tions, though not yet at the maximum, 
run tar beyond precedent. Outputs in 
leading lines largely surpass those of 
any previous year, yet all requirements 
are not being fil because many pro- 
ducers are either unable to obtain a 
sufficient supply of materials and of 
ski labor, or are booked so far ahead 
that additional contracts cannot now 
be taken. Transportation facilities con- 
tinue inadequate, but some headway 
is made in relieving the traffic conges- 
tion and there is less complaint of re- 
tarded deliveries. Further wage ad- 
vances, in most cases voluntary; tes- 
tify yeh eekly og e | ov pale rity, and, 
Lwith lions of dollars added to pay- 
rolls, savings de ts accumulate. 

Th augmented purchasing power of 
consumers, however, is not yet fully 
reflected in the mercantile field, owing 
to backward weather probably unprece- 
dented in the aggregate, would have at- 
tained even larger proportions under 
more favorable conditions.

FOREIGN CRISIS 
AFFEGTS MARKEI 


Speculative Stocks Closed 
at Low Levels—Market’s 
Technical Position But- 
tressed by General Selling. 


New York, April 23.—The growing 
apprehension arising from the coun- 
try’s relations with Germany and Mex- 
ico were almost the sole governing 
factors of the continued disturbances 
in the stock market last week. Quoted 
values registered more or less steady 
declines, some of these attaining se- 
rious proportions. 

In fact, the stocks which have fea- 
tured the speculative operations of re- 
cent months closed at lowest levels of 
the calendar year. Offerings were 
largely of a liquidating character, vol- 
untary and enforced. Many weakly 
margined accounts were ruthlessly 
thrown over. There was also a very 
liberal sprinkling of short selling. The 
trading element has long been com- 
mitted to lower prices and recent events 
have favored their operations to an 
unexpected degree. 

On the other hand the market’s tech- 
nical position has been buttressed by 
the genera] selling to such an extent 
that it will be better able to withstand 
more alarming developments. Local 
banks are counselling caution and ex- 
ena more careful supervision over 
oans. 

Other aspects of the trend of events 
across the water have furnished the 
financial community with much food fo. 
thought. The sharp recovery in Ger- 
man exchange is yet to be explained 
on plausible grounds, while the con- 
tinued delay in the loan negotiations 
between our banks and French and 
Russian interests has excited sgome ad- 
verse criticism. 

There were times during the week 
when the tangled state of affairs in 
Mexico seemed to take precedence over 
conditions in Europe. Mexican securi- 
ties afforded ample proof of their vola- 
tile character, yielding proportionately 
more than other securities. 

The plethora of money and sound- 
ness of investment demand were again 
attested by the successfvl offering of 
New ‘York city 4% per cent bonds and 
the ease with which other large finan- 
cial undertakings were absorbed.

| siloff, commander of the Russian forces 
on the southwestern front, when sud- 
denly an Austro-Hungarian flier ap- 
peared and dropped numerous bombs 
which landed among the troops, who 
fled in wild disorder,” says the news 
agency statement. “The emperor, ac- 
cording to the reports, was hurt and 
had a narrow escape, the incident caus- 
ing him entirely to lose his self-pos- 
session. In consequence, the reports 
add, General Brussiloff was bitterly 
reproached, and General*Ivanoff was 
‘recalled to the southwestern. front
